THE LAST CHANCE. 

President Hares does not exaggerate the 
importance, as .essential parts of the civil 
force, of*the United States Marshals and 
their Deputies, the suspension ‘St whose 
functions would be equivalent to a break in 
the judicial system and a stoppage of the 
criminal jurisdiction of the courts. ‘‘ They 
are, in effect,” as le describes them, “‘ the 
only police of the Pnited States Govern- 
ment.” To deprive the Government of 
these officers, he truly. says, ‘‘ would be as 
disastrous to society as to abolish the Sher- 
iffs, constables, and police officers in the 
several States.” ‘It would be a denial to 
the United States of the right to execute its 
laws.” . Nevertheless, the bill yesterday 
vetoed withholds from the Government the 
funds required for the payment of the offi- 
cers in question unless the President will 
submit to conditions which in his judgment 
would be a violation of his constitutional 
duty, 

The necessity for the apaechelation’3 is ad- 
mitted. By assigning $600,000 to be ex- 
pended in payment of the Marshals and 
their duties, Congress admits their legiti- 
macy and value, It is one of the appropri- 





ations which have been made as regularly 
and as unhesitatingly as are. moneys re- 
quired for the payment of the Judges’ sala- 
ries. The laws relating to the officers and 
their mode of payment are explicit, and 
the attempt to ehange the law in the 
interest of the Democratic Party failed. 
Congress does not take the responsibility 
of saying.in plain terms that having 
found itself unable to alter the law in the 
manner prescribed by the Constitution, the 
funds shall not be granted. Nor does it de- 
clare, honestly, that it will stop the execu- 
tion of Federal laws, and embarrass the 
action of the courts, unless the President 
sanction proposed provisions of law which 
have failed of enactmént in consequence of 
his objections. It goes through the form of 
gran money in order that the civil and 
6 proceedings of the courts ehall go 
on uninterrupted; and then it appends a 
proviso in contravention of the law with) 
the knowledge that the service in question 
will suffer.

That 
over sanguine speculator in the credit of 
others, Mr. E. D. Wrisnow, once of Bos- 
ton, and now of parts unknown, is confi- 
dently believed by many to owe his immn- 
nity in large part to the dangerous character 
of his commer¢ial information, and his re- 
Hatgy Agger to use it in» retalia- 
“tion .upon the high-toned business men 
of Boston, if they attempt to bring him to 
justice... It has even been said that forged 
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Mr, Squéers, when he had impressed upon. 
the’ mind of a pupil at Dotheboys Hall’ 
the-nature.of plants, forthwith sent him to 
put it in practice by weeding in the garden, 
‘Mr. Law made. s financial discovery and 
put it into practice, with memorable results. 
‘* Considering’ how small a share we have of 
the moneyof Europe, and how.much trade 
depends on money,” Law wrote in 1705, 
iin his ‘‘ Money and Trade Considered,” “ it 
will not be found very practicable to better 
our condition but by an’ addition to out 
money, or, if it is practicable without it, it 
is much more so with it.” He. accordingly 
proposed to ‘‘ make money of land equal to 
its value, and that money to be equal in 
value to silver money, and not liable to fall 
in value as silver money falls.” For carry- 
ing out this pian in detail he proposed the 
appointment of forty Commissioners, who 
should “have power to coin notes, which 
notes to be received in payments where of- 
fered.” For the issue of them he suggested 
the choice of three methods—the loan of 
notes at ordinary interest on land up to 
one-third or one-half its value; to lend full 
silver value, on a sort of porchane, redeem- 
able during term of years; to buy theland 
absolutely. In the first eighteen months, 
the Commissioners were to be restricted to 
a certain sum, . “after. that time, to have 
power to coin'what sums are demanded, 
unless restricted by ensuing Parliaments.”’ 
These notes, Law. went.on to.say, would 
not fall in value as ‘silver had fallen” or 
might. fall ; goods or money fall in value if 
they increase in quantity, or if the demand 
lessens ; ‘but the commission giving out 
what sums are demanded and taking back 
what sums are offered to be returned, the 
paper. money, will. keep .its,.value,.and 
there wien “Senay Pe a8 much ‘money as 
there is occasion employment for, and 
no more.” “The paper money proposed 
being always equal. in. quantity to the de- 
mand, .the ; »people will «be employed, the 
country® improved, mantifacture advanced, 
trade, domestic and foreign, will be carried 
on, and wealth and power attained.” 
When a.nation establishes a money, .“‘ if 
the money they set up has a value equal to 
what it .was made money for, and all the 
other» qualities: necessary in money, they 
ought to have no regard to what value it will 
have in other countries ; on the contrary, as 
every country endeavors, by laws, to. pre- 
serve their money, if that people can con- 
trive. a money that will not be valued 
abroad, they will do what other countries 
have, by laws, endeavored to do in vain.”
